The big show opened in earnest this 
morning, and if tbe weather is good 
tbe i emainder of the week Coshocton 
will entertain a great many people. 
It is a good fair. The departments 
are filled with exhibits, and every 
man and woman who pays the usual 
admission fee will receive more than 
tbe amount expended for a ticket 
many times. 
Tbere was no denying tbe sights 
and sounds of the morning, livery- 
thing pointed to something unusual. 
Sitange faces were seen in the busi- 
ness section, and before noon the 
crowd had started for the fairground 
Tbe weather was not the most en-* 
couraKiog during the early hours of 
tbe day and a shower fell, but wi*.h 
Cosbocton's usual good luck the skies 
cleared a little and prospects grew 
brighter.

HER HUSBAND DIED A PRISONER 


Sfce Was leaeafeered by the GoverMcit 


Bat Married Afaia—Secoad Itasbud 
Diedaad Mer Naae Was Itstarcd. 


What is probably the most peculiar 
pension case in the history of Coshoc- 
ton county has come to light in the 
restoration of Mrs. Mary Cain 'to the 
roil and the granting of an allowance 
of $12 a month with a bounty of S64. 
Mrs. Cain resides in 
Bakers- 
vilie, and was tbe 
wife of David 
Olinger. who served in C company of 
the 
Fifty-first 
Ohio. 
Olinger 
was captured and taken to Anderson- 
Tine prison where he died. Mrs. Ol- 
inger lived alone for a time and was 
granted a pension, her husband hav- 
ing been her sole support. 
In time 
she married David Cain, and .under 
the law her pension ceased. 
Some- 
time ago be died and his wife was 
compelled to depend upon her own ex- 
ertions for a livelihood. Her case pre- 
sented unusual features, aud when it 
was taken up by Attorney Wimmer it 
was made a special one. 
The usu.il 
investigation was made and tbe -pen- 
sion granted. Mrs. Cain will receive 
*l2a month during the remainder of 
her life and $W, the bounty iue her 
because her soldier husband died a 
prisoner in Andersonville.

INSPECTOR HERR 


And a Force of Paa Baadle Officers Are In 


tke City. 


The care with which the Pennsyl- 
vania looks after its patrons during 
the time when many people are gath- 
ered together is shown by the pres- 
ence ia tbe city of a high official of 
the police department and a large 
force of deputies. The officers are in 
charge of Inspector Herr, of Pitts- 
burg, and with him is Captain Kemp, 
They are all trained in tbe work, and 
very well acquainted with the faces of 
crooks of note. They also know many 
less important criminals who operate 
at county fairs and other gatherings 
along tbe Pan Handle. 
These men 
when seen are quietly notified to leave 
town and they usually do it since a 
robbery would be the signal for their 
immediate arrest-on suspicion. 
All 
trains coming into and leaving the Co- 
shocton station will carry Pan Handle 
police officers.daring tbe remainder of 
the week. Inspector Herr is among 
the best officers of the system and 
holds a high position in the 
depart- 
ment. 


MORE INSPECTORS 


Provided For to ike Bin to Be Presented to 


the Legislature. 


G. M. Collier, chief of the state 
board of examiners of stationary, enr 
gineers, "has drafted a, bill for presen- 
tation to the next legislature which 
seeks to change materially 
the law 
governing his department- 
It provides that the men in charge 


of all engines of 15 horse power or 
more shall be amenable to tbe law. 
The present minimum is 30 horse 
power. It makes provision for 10 dis- 
tricts under the department instead 
of six, for lenghthening the life of 
licenses from one to three years and 
for requiring one year's experience as 
an engineer before a license shall be 
issued to an applicant. The bill also 
provides for the repeal of the section 
of the present law which authorizes 
municipalities tc issue certificates to 
men in charge of heating plants.

Washington, Oct. 9.—In the Schler 


court of inquiry two new witnesses 
were oa the stand in the persons of 
Commander Wainwright, who com- 
niacded the Gloucester during tne war 
vita Spain, and Lieutenant M. L. Bris- 
tol, who, as ensign, was a watch and 
division officer on the battleship Tex- 
as 
during that period. Lieutenant 


Bristol did not see the loop made by 
ihe Brooklyn, the greater part of his 
testimony taming upon a chart he had 
made, showing largely, according to 
his memory, the positions of the vari- 
ous ships of the American fleet at dif- 
ferent times during the engagement 
of July 3. There were several spirited 
controversies between counsel over 
questions asked the witness by Mr. 
Rayner concerning this chart. 


Commander Wainwright's testimony 


<JeaJr. largely with chart-making. 
He 


was for a time senior member of the 
board of navigators which prepared 
the official chart showing the position 
of the American ships during the bat- 
tle off Santiago, and he gave details 
of the method of its preparation. He 
said he did not consider the positions 
assigned in that drawing accurate, but 
that tney were given as the result of 
a compromise of the views of the 
members of the board. 


Captain W. M. Folger testified he 


went on board the flagship to suggest 
to the commodore that a circle of 
war- 


ships be formed in Santiago harbor, 
as under this plan witness thought it 
would be difficult for anything to 
come out. Schley preferred not to do 
so. Lieutenant Dyson said that on 
the morning of July 3, 189S, both for- 
ward engines of the Brooklyn were 
uncoupled; there were banked fires 
under three of the main boilers; the 
other boilers were "dead." no steam 
in them. Witness testified that when 
the Spanish fieet sailed out. 25 min- 
nles were lost starting fires. 


Mr. Rayner questioned the witness 


as to the stay of the flying squadron 
at Cienfuegos. The latter said he had 
not considered that they maintained a 
blockade there. "We were merely 
lying off the port." he said, "and at 
night anything could have passed in 
so far as we were concerned without 
being seen." He admitted that the 
Dupont and the Castine had been kept 
inside the line at night, but that he 
had not been able to see them. 


Counsel had a lively tilt when Mr. 


Rayner undertook to compare the es- 
timate of the distances when Commo- 
dore Schley's fleet went to the east 
and west of Santiago harbor, with 
that of Captain Folger. Admiral Dew- 
ey, speaking for the court, then said 
that as there were no legal obstacles 
in the way of putting the question, it 
could be asked. Lieutenant Bristol 
said in response: "I do not agree with 
Captain Folger as regards tbe facts 
that the ships were nearer in at night 
than they were in the daytime, be- 
cause it is my firm recollection now 
that they were farther out at night 
than they were in the daytime; also, 
I read from the log when I testified 
that the average revolutions of the 
Texas by the watch were a certain 
number. The revolutions, according 
to that, give the ship a certain speed 
which would oe greater than the dis- 
tance given by Captain Folger, be- 
cause we also stated in that log we 
steamed for two hours and turned 
first to the east and then tf the * es>t." 


British Steamer Fired On. 


Colon. Colombia, Oct. 9.—A force of 


liberals numbering at least 250 at- 
tacked Morro island, commanding the 
entrance to the port of Tumaco. Sept. 
24. The island had all along be^n gar- 
risoned with fewer than 100 troops. 
The landing was effected before day- 
break by means of canoes. Simulta- 
neously the island was slormed from 
the other end by liberals oc the r-:;in- 
land. The British steamer

bound from Guayaquil, Ecuador, for 
Panama, and touching at ports oe- 
tween. anchored oE Morro island oa 
the night of Sept. 26 and. weighing an- 
chor at daj break, started up stream 
toward Tarnaco.

Lord Roberts On the War.

ment for not doing more. Tbe govern- 
ment, he said, relied on Lord Kitch- 
ener, whose every request for men. 
horses and stores had been complied 
with. He exhorted the peop'.e to be 
patient.

Xew York, Oct. S —Tke three-nest- 


ed British bark Giffel was damaged 
by fire and sunk while lying at her 
dock in the East river. At the risk of 
their lives firemen and policemen went 
into the hold and removed 250 cases 
of gunpowder, which were part of the 
cargo. The cases were thrown over- 
board as fast as passed up. The cargo 
of the ship consisted of 30.000 cases 
of petroleum, which 'were stored in 
the lower hold, general merchandise 
in the middle ho!d and the gunpowder 
and 25tt cases of loaded bird car- 
tridges In the top hold. The city fire 
boats got alongside the Griffel. and 
after aa hour's work so filled her with 
water that she sank. The loss is «sti- 
maied at about 1150.000. 


Acres of Coal Consumed. 


Chicago. Oct. 9.—Fire started on the 


docks of the Peabody Coal company 
at the foot of Orleans street. 
The 


flames spread to some freight sheds 
of the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
way and to buildings occupied by the 
Globa Lighting and Heating company 
and the Davidson marble works. 
Twenty flatcars standing on trades 
near by were consumed. The fire 
spread through the Peabody yards un- 
til five acres of coal were In flames. 
The loss on coal is estimated at up- 
wards of $250.000. A high wind was 
blowing, and for a time the flames 
threatened to leap the river to the 
west and attack the 16-story structure 
of the John Brocker Warehouse com- 
pany. The fire is believed to have 
been of incendiary origin. Two weeks 
ago an attempt was made to set fire 
to the coal

Yale has grown steadily in the 200 


years of her existence, barring a few 
decades at the beginning, when there 
was no settled policy and no regular 
location for the institution. Since the 
college came to New Haven in 1T17 
this progress has been continual. In 
tbe early part of tbe last century Yale, 
as it was first called in 171S. was a 
small aEalr. with bat a few students 
and half a dozen instructors. By 1S00 
the college had grown to about half 
•what the academic department is now. 
and the curriculum was fairly estab- 
lished on modern lines. Yale did not 
begin to take part in tbe progress of 
American universities till rather later 
than her chief contemporaries, "and it 
•was not until President Dwigbt came 
in, in 1SS6, that the college became a 
university and broadened out It has 
been left to President Arthur-T. Had- 
lev to practically "catch up" with his 
contemporaries and make Yale one of 
tbe leaders of American university ex- 
tension. ; 
It,is proposed by the coming celebra- 


tion Vit Yale to show conclusively that 
Yale is among the chief universities of 
the country both in history and influ- 
ence at the present day. In the attend- 
ance here of presidents of colleges and 
distinguished scholars from all parts 
of this country and from Europe there 
will be a tacit tribute to Yale's emi- 
nence in the educational world. From 
the letters of acceptance that have 
flowed ta to the Yale committee in an 
endless stream it is evident that such 
a remarkable assembly of scholars nev- 
er has been promised In this country 
before. There will be over forty uni- 
versity and college presidents here, as 
well as more tbnp that number of well 
known educators and scholars. Besides 
these there will be an attendance of dis-^ 
tinguisned men of affairs, of business, 
of letters and art, besides numerous 
government officials. The foreign rep- 
resentatives will be numerous. 


Besides the 2,500 undergraduates in 


the various departments of the univer- 
sity there will be present some 3,500 
graduates, or about a third of the entire 
graduate body. Including the distin- 
guished guests, the families of gradu- 
ates and the "outsiders" who will be 
here to see the sights, it is estimated 
that fully 10,000 strangers win be in 
the city. Provision for tbe bousing and 
feeding of this immense throng for a 
city the size of Xew Havea is a prob- 
lem of serious Import. AIT of the guests 
and university presidents will be quar- 
tered by Yale professors and citizens, 
while the great body of graduates will 
in tbe main have to look out for them- 
selves. The question of feeding the 
great number of guests in tbt- city veil! 
be a hard one to solve. New Hareii ha> 
few restaurants at best and at special 
times always is unequal to the strain. 
Vacant stores and in some instances 
regular shops have been converted into 
restaurants, and tent lunchrooms win 
spring up in every lot. 


The fact that President Roosevelt 


•will be present during tbe week has 
added greatly to the series of public 
ceremonies. The president will arrive 
on Monday of "celebration week," with 
his secretaries and a party of friends, 
and probably will be the guests of ex- 
Treasurer 'W. W. Farnam on Hillbouse 
avenue. President Hadley, iu anticipa- 
tion of President Roosevelt's coming, 
has invited the city militia to take part 
in the public reception to the nation's 
cbief executive On his arrival here 
President Roosevelt will be met by tbe 
entire Second regiment, the governor's 
footgtsards, which from 1773 has held 
the right of line at such functions, es- 
corting President Washington in 1789 
and later President Jefferson aad Pres- 
ident Jackson and General Grant; tbe 
governor's horse guard, tbe naval bat- 
talion and tbe machine gun platoon.

A report on the work of the division 


of agrostology of tbe department of ag- 
riculture since its organization in 1S83 
has been submitted to Secretary Wil- 
son by Professor F. Lamson Scribner. 
tbe government agrostologist. The re- 
port says that of the unoccupied public 
hinds about 365.400.000 acres are now 
regarded as fit only for grazing pur- 
poses, and in addition there are 124.- 
300.000 acres of forest land, the greater 
portion of which Is also used for graz- 
ing. As a result of the field work al- 
ready done the department has been en- 
abled to recommend to farmers and 
stockmen throughout the country the 
forage crops adapted to their conditions 
and special requirements and TO carry 
on experiments with introduced forage 
plants likely to prove valuable in any 
particular region. Within the United 
States are grown over 1.00O species of 
grasses and perhaps a hundred or 
more- other plants of sufficient forage 
^valneWlnsttify their investigatiomcad 
cultivation.

! gosz. The name of tbe assassin of 
President McKinley, the commander 
says, should never be pronounced by 
Americans- Consistent with tbat com- 
mander's idea and aim. his order does 
uot include tbe name Czolgosz. but re- 
fers to tbe criminal only as tbe assas- 
sin of the president. The order, of 
course, will be obeyed, as it is a mili- 
tary order. 


The commander's patriotism may not 


be disputed, but the extent of his profit 
by tbe lessons of history is likely to be 
challenged- When on the birthday of 
Alexander tbe Great in 356 B. C, tbe 
Ephesian Herostratus set fire to the 
Temple of Artemis at Ephesus. be com- 
mitted the crime for the particular pur- 
po9fe of iniiDortn'iizing bis name. 


So soon as IK- :icfcnowlfdged this to 


have boen bis aim and desire the Ephe- 
sians put him to <Jwi.li and ilien enact- 
ed a law prohibiting (be mention of his 
name forever. 


Tbe law. as a matter of course, ef- 


fected Just tbe opposite ot its purpose. 
The names of tbe incendiary laigbt 
easily have been forgotten and lost 
through the ages, with those of nobler 
and more infamous men or of lesser 
humanity, but it was perpetuated by 
tbe historians of Epliosus. ami Hero- 
stratus will live on, as will the name of 
Czolgosz, immortal In Infamy.
